This  has  been  devoted  largely  to  the  pro- 
duction of  our  Gladiolus,  Zinnias  and  Dahlias. 

During  our  flowering  season,  extending  from  June  to  September,  we  have  visitors 
from  all  parts  of  the  world.

Gladiolus  Culture 


Soil 

Gladiolus  will  grow  in  almost  any  kind  of  soil,  but  a heavy  clay  loam  containing 
some  sand,  seems  to  be  best  for  them.  The  ground  should  be  well  spaded  in  the  spring, 
and  if  it  is  not  rich  enough,  some  bone  meal,  or  old,  well-rotted  manure  should  be  spaded 
under. 

Planting 

The  depth  that  bulbs  should  be  planted  will  vary  with  local  weather  conditions. 
Where  there  is  a heavy  rainfall  and  strong  winds,  they  may  be  planted  as  deep  as  three 
inches;  this  will  tend  to  keep  the  flower  spikes  from  bending  and  breaking.  Under 
average  conditions  we  find  the  best  results  are  obtained  when  they  are  planted  about 
an  inch  deep.  Bulblets  should  not  be  covered  with  more  than  half  an  inch  of  soil.  They 
will  grow  faster  if  the  outer  hard  shell  is  removed  just  before  planting. 

As  Gladiolus  have  their  enemies  in  insects  and  fungi,  it  is  well  to  dip  the  bulbs 
before  putting  them  into  the  ground.  For  this  purpose  use  one  part  of  40%  Formalde- 
hyde Solution  to  one  hundred  parts  of  water.  The  bulbs  should  be  left  in  the  solution 
for  from  three  to  five  minutes  immediately  before  planting. 

If  the  leaves  are  too  pale  when  they  develop,  sprinkle  the  ground  about  with  a little 
Scotch  Soot  or  fresh  Portland  Cement. 

Planting  may  be  done  from  April  to  the  first  of  July  (in  Southern  districts  from 
January  to  July).  If  this  is  done  at  intervals  of  ten  days  to  two  weeks,  blooms  may  be 
enjoyed  until  late  fall.  Gladiolus  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  the  full  sun,  as  shade 
prevents  them  from  attaining  full  perfection  of  size  and  color. 

We  do  not  recommend  heavy  fertilizing.  This  treatment  will  increase  the  size  of 
the  flower,  but  tends  to  lessen  the  vitality  of  the  bulb.  Top  fertilizing  with  equal  parts 
of  dry  blood  and  bone  meal,  to  be  worked  in  with  a hoe,  will  give  the  best  results. 

Cultivating 

At  all  times  from  planting  until  the  bulbs  are  taken  up,  the  ground  should  be  well 
cultivated,  kept  loose  and  free  from  weeds  and  other  foreign  growth.  When  spikes  are 
heavy  with  buds  and  blossoms  they  may  be  bent  or  broken  by  wind  or  rain.  The  fol- 
lowing offers  a simple  method  of  minimizing  this  danger.  Set  stock  out  in  rows,  and 
on  each  side  of  the  row  drive  stakes  from  four  to  six  feet  apart,  and  securely  fastened 
to  these,  run  two  lines  of  wire  properly  spaced  to  support  the  spikes. 

Watering 

Newly  planted  bulbs  should  not  be  watered  until  the  foliage  has  reached  a height 
of  six  or  eight  inches.  From  this  time  until  a month  after  the  flowering  season  the 
ground  around  them  should  be  kept  thoroughly  moist.  Care  must  be  taken  to  avoid 
having  moisture  on  the  buds  and  blossoms  while  they  are  exposed  to  warm  sunshine. 
It  is  therefore  well  to  apply  water  to  the  lower  part  of  the  plants  and  to  do  the  watering 
only  during  the  early  morning  or  evening  hours. 

Cutting,  Digging  and  Curing 

When  cutting  flowers  be  very  careful  that  at  least  four  leaves  are  left  on  the  bulb. 
This  will  preserve  its  life;  if  it  is  stripped  of  its  leaves  it  cannot  survive.  It  is  best  to 
let  seed  pods  form  on  the  spike  if  a strong  bulb  is  desired  for  reproduction. 

Bulbs  should  be  dug  when  the  seed  pods  are  all  formed  and  the  spikes  begin  to 
wither.  They  should  be  lifted  with  the  leaves  attached  and  stacked  in  the  open  with 
the  bulbs  together  and  the  leaves  facing  the  same  way.  The  bulbs  should  be  covered 
with  burlap  to  prevent  injury  from  the  direct  rays  of  thq  sun.  The  leaves  will  draw 
much  moisture  from  the  bulbs  and  assist  them  to  ripen.  If  the  weather  prevents  this 
treatment,  they  may  be  cured  in  any  thoroughly  dry  place.  After  ten  days  or  two  weeks 
the  leaves  should  be  cut  away  and  the  bulbs  left  in  a protected  place  for  another  period 
of  ten  days  or  two  weeks.  At  this  time  the  new  bulbs  should  separate  easily  from  the 
old  ones.  If  they  do  not,  more  drying  is  necessary. 

When  the  proper  time  arrives  the  bulblets  should  be  taken  off  and  stored  for  the 
next  planting.  The  outer  husks  should  be  taken  off  the  bulbs,  leaving  them  with  a 
clean  silky  appearance.  They  should  be  stored  in  a dark  frost-proof  place  in  boxes  not 
deeper  than  six  inches  and  so  constructed  as  to  insure  a free  circulation  of  air.

Raising  the  Seed 

All  of  our  seed  is  raised  in  lath  houses  where  insects  are  excluded  and  chance 
pollination  is  eliminated.  Every  flower  is  carefully  pollenized  by  the  hand  of  an  expert 
who  has  grown  deft  with  years  of  training  in  this  delicate  operation. 

This  process  is  made  necessary  because  of  the  inherent  habit  of  Petunias  to  revert 
to  the  original  type.  We  have  spent  many  years  in  our  endeavor  to  change  this  habit, 
and  our  success,  though  flattering,  has  been  at  the  price  of  years  of  patient  toil. 

Our  strains  are  constantly  being  improved  in  growth,  color  and  size  of  flowers. 
In  shipping  we  take  the  utmost  pains  to  see  that  the  seed  is  kept  free  from  moisture 
and  danger  of  crushing.  We  suggest  that  other  growers  will  find  it  greatly  to  their 
advantage  to  avoid  attempting  to  raise  their  own  seed. . Uniform  satisfaction  may  be 
enjoyed  by  procuring  your  entire  supply  from  seeds  grown  and  cleaned  by  the  Richard 
Diener  Company. 

Petunia  Culture 


Our  Ruffled  Monster  Petunias  have  brought  these  flowers  into  high  favor  among  all 
growers.  As  they  may  be  grown  so  as  to  bloom  all  year  around,  they  may  be  made 
most  valuable  commercially.  Buds  will  open  on  stems  placed  in  water,  thus  replacing 
the  fadiug  flowers  and  giving  a bouquet  that  will  last  many  days. 

Sowing 

Prepare  a seed  bed  by  taking  two  parts  of  any  light  compost  or  leaf  mold  thoroughly 
mixed,  with  one  part  of  clean  sand.  Sift  all  through  a fine  sieve.  With  this  mixture 
fill  flats  or  seed  pans,  pressing  down  the  soil  to  a flat  surface  within  twro  inches  of  the 
top.  Give  a thorough  soaking.  After  the  water  has  seeped  into  the  soil,  sprinkle  the 
Petunia  Seed  evenly  over  this  surface,  but  do  not  cover  with  soil.  To  prevent  attacks 
of  fungi,  sprinkle  the  newly  sown  flats  with  charcoal  dust.  Place  a clean  pane  of  glass 
over  them,  and  if  reached  by  the  sun’s  rays,  place  a single  sheet  of  paper  over  the  glass 
to  prevent  burning.  At  night  and  in  dark  weather  remove  the  paper.  Avoid  carefully 
all  excess  of  moisture  and  have  pans  near  glass  in  well  ventilated  atmosphere. 

The  seed  should  sprout  in  from  eight  to  ten  days  if  kept  in  a temperature  of  sixty 
degrees.  As  soon  as  this  occurs  the  glass  may  be  removed.  Ants  will  carry  off  the 
seed  and  snails  will  eat  the  young  plants,  so  care  must  be  exercised  to  protect  them 
from  these  enemies.  Our  method  of  preparing  seed  for  sale  is  such  that  practically 
every  kernel  is  fertile,  and  lack  of  success  in  raising  plants  is,  in  general,  to  be  traced 
to  lack  of  caution  in  sowing  or  properly  protecting  the  seed  after  it  has  been  sown. 
Experience  has  shown  that  the  best  month  for  sowing  our  varieties  is  February. 

Transplanting 

As  soon  as  the  j'oung  plants  have  developed  fc^ur  or  five  leaves,  they  should  be 
transplanted  into  three  inch  pots  and  three  or  four  weeks  later,  when  the  roots  are  w i ll 
filled  out  they  must  be  shifted  to  six  or  seven  inch  pots,  or  set  out  in  the  garden.  In 
transplanting,  care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  planting  too  deep.  Plant  only  the  roots,  not 
the  stem.  Rather  plant  too  high  than  too  low. 

Soil 

Petunias  are  great  feeders  and  require  rich  ground.  A good  compost  or  old  hotbed 
soil  with  the  addition  of  about  one-sixth  clean  sand  is  recommended.  For  fertilizer  use 
a moderate  amount  of  bone  meal  and  dry  blood  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil. 

Location 

Petunias  need  plenty  of  light.  When  raised  in  greenhouses  or  hotbeds  they  should 
be  placed  close  to  the  glass,  but  have  plenty  of  ventilation.  When  planted  in  the  garden, 
half  shade  will  do,  but  the  best  spot  is  the  sunniest  and  most  open.

Diener’s  mammoth  Amaryllis  Hybrids  are  destined  to  be  a wonderful  show  flower 
in  the  near  future.  Cultivation  is  simple,  as  they  grow  easilv.  Soil  s\r  able  for  a 
geranium  or  fuchsia  is  right  for  these  Amaryllis.  They  must  have  very  little  shade 
when  under  glass,  and  during  the  summer  kept  out  in  the  full  sun  in  the  open.  When 
bulbs  are  larger,  it  is  necessary  in  planting  that  just  the  roots  be  placed  in  the  ground, 
the  whole  bulb  must  be  above  the  ground.  They  should  be  watered  only  when  the  top 
soil  is  dry. 

These  Amaryllis  should  be  kept  under  continual  cultivation  all  the  year  around, 
never  rested  or  kept  dry.  They  should  be  kept  in  a temperature  that  will  fall  little  below 
seventy  degrees.  Soil  should  be  changed  from  time  to  time  as  required.

Amaryllis  Seed 

Amaryllis  Seed  should  be  sown  in  boxes  or  seed  pans  (in  greenhouse  or  hotbed), 
containing  finely  sifted  sandy  leaf  mold  to  a thickness  of  three  inches.  Smoothen  out 
surface  of  soil  evenly  and  sprinkle  thoroughly.  Spread  seeds  closely  together  (so  close 
that  they  touch  one  another),  and  cover  with  the  same  soil  just  sufficient  to  hold  them 
down.  Keep  moist  but  not  too  wet.  If  air  is  too  dry,  cover  with  glass,  in  case  of 
very  hot  sun,  cover  the  glass  with  a sheet  of  paper  in  order  to  prevent  the  heat  from 
burning  the  young  plants. 

Plants  will  come  up  in  about  three  weeks,  and  should  remain  in  the  same  box  for 
two  or  three  months.  Replant  in  three  inch  pots,  or  in  boxes  about  two  inches  apart. 
Seedlings,  when  given  the  proper  care,  will  commence  to  flower  eighteen  months  after 
sowing.  Seed  may  be  sown  at  any  time  of  the  year  in  a greenhouse.

Our  Dahlias  are  the  result  of  years  of  thought  and  labor  in  crossing,  of  the  very 
finest  varieties  in  existence.  We  have  succeeded  in  producing  flowers  with  exceedingly 
long  wiry  stems,  unusually  large  flowers  and  exquisite  coloring.  The  plants  are  ex- 
tremely sturdy.  They  come  from  the  cream  of  fifty  thousand  seedlings.  We  believe 
our  creations  among  Dahlias  will  take  the  same  rank  among  their  kind  that  our  Gladiolus 
have  already  achieved  in  their  field. 


Culture 

No  particular  type  of  soil  is  required,  though  a medium  loam  deeply  spaded  and 
well  mixed  with  a good  commercial  fertilizer  will  give  the  best  results.  When  plants 
are  about  two  feet  high  use  manure  as  a mulch.  Planting  should  be  done  after  all 
danger  of  frost  is  over.  The  tubers  should  be  planted  in  a horizontal  position,  about 
four  inches  deep  and  with  the  eye  or  sprout  up.  If  large  flowers  are  desired  for  cutting 
or  exhibition,  buds  must  be  removed  from  all  but  a very  few  on  the  main  stalks. 

Roots  are  taken  up  in  the  fall  after  the  frost  has  killed  the  foliage.  The  clumps 
should  be  allowed  to  dry  three  or  four  days  and  then  stored  in  a cool,  dry,  dark  place 
that  is  free  from  frost. 

There  being  so  many  thousands  of  named  varieties  now  on  the  market,  we  have 
preferred  to  list  ours  under  our  own  name  and  number,  except  for  the  new  type 
Chrysanthemum  Dahlia.

Directions  for  Sowing  Delphinium  Seed 

Seeds  should  be  sown  in  boxes  in  a firm  soil  of  equal  parts  of  sand  and  leaf  mold. 
Cover  with  soil  to  their  thickness  and  pack  with  a smooth  board  being  careful  to 
preserve  the  porousness  of  the  soil  so  that  it  will  absorb  water.  Sift  powdered 
Spaghnum  Moss,  peat  or  powdered  leaf  mold  lightly  over  the  top  to  insure  surface 
moisture.  The  boxes  should  be  placed  in  the  shade  where  they  must  be  kept  at  a 
moderately  low,  even  temperature  for  two  or  three  weeks  as  the  seed  germinates 
very  slowly. 

Transplant  as  soon  as  leaves  are  well  formed  placing  plants  about  an  inch  apart. 
In  selecting  seedlings  remember  the  fast  growers  usually  germinate  first  but  do  not 
produce  the  best  flowers.

Directions  for  Sowing  Statice  Seeds 

Statice  seed  should  be  sown  in  a sandy  leaf  mold  soil.  Even  off  the  ground  well, 
then  sprinkle  the  seed  over  the  surface,  (seed  should  not  be  broken  apart),  and  press 
it  in  with  a flat  board.  Do  not  cover.  Water  thoroughly  and  cover  with  a sack  or  burlap 
which  should  be  kept  moist  continually  by  sprinkling  three  or  four  times  a day.
